A 40,000 ACRE FARM.

How AgrleulluraTOarriad on in the
Great Wheat,Fields of Dakota.

Those agricolturists in New Jersey
and Loog Island who!faney that their
farms are large, may be interested to
koow the size of a really big farm.
The followivg is n description of the
grest Grandio farm in Dakota, which
is the largest farm in America,

The big Grandin wheat farm in Da-
kota comprises about 40,000 aeres, of
which 13,000 are under cultivation,
11,000 being sown to wheat, There
are nged oo the farm 54 gang plows,
two plow® in gang, each cuttiog 14 to
15 inches. There are 45 gang harrows,
These are 6 feet square, but are ar-
ranged together aide by side to work
24 feet wide. Ouone long evener draws

each end. One man drives both teams,
The advaotage of this aystem is wor-
thy of potice by other farmers, IL re-
duces the number of men usually re.
quired by ooe-half. There are 44
broad-cast sowers, sowing eight feet
each, Lot two of these are attached
end to end with a span of moles before
each, and one man drives both spaus,
unother saviog of half the man force,
There are 65 self-binding harvesters
employed oo the place. Modern im-
provementa have so perfected these
that only one expert is required for
tbe whole, especially #ince the exper-
ienced workmen on the machice nre
kept from year to year, and they are
able to attend to any little repairs.
The harvesters are drawn by three
mules and one and one -balf to two
men are required to ghock the bundles
from each macbine, The thrashers,
of whish there are six, are quite ex-
tensive affuirs compared with those of
former times or with those of the
